In the early years of his career, school 
systems modeled their policies after 
those of Fairfax High School. The dress 
code that was enforced was a new idea 
but one that was successful while it 
lasted. Many letters were received from 
other schools asking for hints on how to 
organize their Student Government to 
resemble the one at Fairfax. The student 
government of the past was always 
taken seriously and elections for its 
offices were never popularity contests. 

Over the Christmas holidays of 1971, 
FHS moved from Lee Highway to its 
present location on Rebel Run. ‘‘The 
move” was an exciting idea for both stu- 
dents and teachers, a chance for a new 
beginning. Mr. Wygal helped to design 
the choral department and auditorium 
in the new building which he felt was a 
unique experience. After the move, one 
of the first things missed was all of the 
windows of the old school; Mr. Wygal 
thinks looking out of the window was 
good for the students and he knows it 
was good for the adults. Also enjoyed 
was the music that could be heard 
throughout the old building whenever 
the chorus sang or the band played. One 
of the biggest changes was the loss of 
school spirit. Mr. Wygal noticed some- 
thing was lost but he can’t pinpoint 
what it was. 

He remarked, ‘“‘the past is gone, the 
present and future are much more im- 
portant.’ Mr. Wygal has many memor- 
ies of the past twenty-five years and 
feels they are secure.

As a member of the Fairfax High 
faculty for 17 years, Mr. Claypool has 
had the opportunity to see the school 
change. After leaving George Washing- 
ton University, where he had been an 
assistant coach in football, basketball, 
and track, he came to Fairfax where he 
worked first as a physical education 
teacher, later as a counselor.

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Edmund Janiszewski is in his twen- 
tieth year of teaching at FHS. Janiszew- 
ski began his education at Oak Hill 
Elementary School in Oak Hill, West 
Virginia.

Can you guess which faculty member 
has been at Fairfax High School long 
enough to see one of the players he 
coached return to coach the very team 
he once coached? If you guessed Bill 
Turner, you are correct. Mr. Turner once 
coached Mr. Steve Henry, our present 
varsity basketball coach. 

Mr. Turner loved school as a boy, and 
he rarely missed a day. Mr. Turner 
attended Shepherd College in West Vir- 
ginia, and later went on to get his mas- 
ters degree in secondary education from

George Washington University. His first 
teaching job was as a P.E. teacher in 
elementary school in Seat Pleasant, 
Maryland. From there he went on to 
coach basketball at Northwestern High 
School in Prince Georges County, Mary- 
land. 

Mr. Turner became our varsity basket- 
ball coach in 1966 when he accepted the 
job offered him by Harold Stalnaker, 
Fairfax’s athletic director. He has been 
teaching at Fairfax ever since, sixteen 
years. 


“T really liked the students back 
then,’ commented Turner. ‘““There was 
a close relationship with the commun- 
ity. In the old building we had a lot of 
close contact with the faculty members 
and the students. After sixteen years I 
still like the facilities of the building 
here. That’s one thing the old building 
lacked.”’ 

As many of us know, Fairfax High 
School suffers in many areas because of 
its small number of inhabitants. We 
asked Mr. Turner about this and he went 
on to express his feelings on the matter. 

“We really suffer because of our lack 
of enrollment,” Turner commented, ‘‘In 
athletics, for instance, Woodson is 
drawing from a student body of about 
2800, and we are drawing from about 
1200. This school is designed to hold a 
lot more than that, I’d say in the area of 
about 2200 students. With more stu- 
dents we could have a wider curriculum 
and a better athletic program. The only 
problem is that I can’t see us having any 
more students any time soon.”’ 

Finally, Mr. Turner said that he still 
enjoys teaching, having taught business 
education, driver’s education and 
health, physical education, World 
Geography, and presently Marketing, 
Distributive Education and Industrial 
Cooperative Training at Fairfax High 
School. 

Mr. Turner’s future plans are to teach 
on the college level or get into some 
activities in the outdoors. Whatever Mr. 
Turner plans to do I don’t think anyone 
will forget his friendly spirit or his love 
for teaching.

Having taught at no other school, Mr. 
Deschenes came to Fairfax in 1965. His 
first impression of the school was that 
F.H.S. possessed a “community feeling, 
good academics and lots of spirit.” 

Over the 17 years that he has worked 
at Fairfax High, Mr. Deschenes has wit- 
nessed many changes in the students. 
During his first few years, dress codes 
were enforced.

Fifteen years ago Mr. Coleman came 
to Fairfax.

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Although the Rebels finished the sea- 
son with a 3-2 district record, they 
couldn’t manage a non-district win and 
finished with a 3-7 record overall. Most 
of the starters were returning, and the 
offense was respectable.

The experienced offense this year was 
led by All-Regional halfback, Jeff 
Hamilton who was second in the 
Washington area in scoring before the 
last game with 104 points. His 1,173 
yards this season was added to by 9 pass 
receptions for 170 yards and kickoff re- 
turns for 40 yards. Scoring 17 touch- 
downs this year, he managed to be 
keyed on by every opponent. 

Against Mt. Vernon he ran for a sea- 
son high 228 yards and two touch- 
downs. He had seven 100 yards plus 
games this season and has 10 in his 
career at Fairfax. In his two full varsity 
seasons, he has gained a total of 2,115 
yards. Expecting Hamilton, the fullback 
draw to Joe Noonan was obviously a 
very successful play. Noonan ran well 
during the season, but he was primarily 
a blocking back for Hamilton. 

After Tommy Howard, a promising 
sophomore runner, left midseason with 
an injury, Fairfax went with another 
sophomore, Bud Fix, at fullback. Their 
blocks opened up Hamilton for his 
longs runs. 

Gary Kite, improving greatly from 
splitting time with Gary Jones last year, 
showed his leadership at quarterback 
all year long. He completed 44 of 101 


passes for three touchdowns and was 
named second team all district. He had 
two very able receivers to throw to in 
second team district end Scott LePage 
and Fred Holder, both Juniors. LePage 
also performed well as the Rebels’ 
kicker. 

The large, experienced line was 
anchored by All-District guard Kevin 
Frisbee and second team district tackle 
Mark Henry. Adding yet more strength 
and power to the line were center Eric 
Klein, 2nd team all-district, guard Bruce 
Davenport and tackle Roger Mello who 
all earned district honors. 

The defensive which looked awe- 
some at times, was led by second team 
district defensive end Mike Devers who 
accumulated 99 tackles, six sacks, five 
fumble recoveries, and one intercep- 
tion. Linebackers Eric Weisskopf, all- 
district punter who also blocked six 
kicks, and Joey Harris had strong years 
but will graduate. Bill Butz and David 
Yohe still return and will provide strong 
leadership next year. The consistant, 
hard hitting secondary included Gary 
Jones, leading the team with six in- 
terceptions, Jim Pflugshaupt and Leon 
Basye.

Her many talents range from conduct- 
ing Latin, French and Geography 
courses to playing the cello in the sym- 
phony orchestra. She has traveled all 
over the world and considers her in- 
credible amount of knowledge on world 
culture and geography “‘a blessing.” Her 
name is Dr. Gabriel Turgeon. 

Dr. Turgeon grew up in Carthage, 
North Africa. “My childhood was sur- 
rounded by beautiful landscapes and 
sunshine, bright beaches along the 
Mediterranean Sea. We used to ride bare 
back on the shore, the dunes on one side 
and the sea on the other. On sunny days, 
the water looked like liquid silver and 
gold, sparkling in the light.” 

Carthage had a great influence on Dr. 
Turgeon’s choice of a career. ‘“‘The land 
of Hannibal, Dido, Caesar, and Camus. 
The entire countryside is sprawled 
about by roads, aqueducts, theatres, 
temples, remnants, leftovers of layers of 
empires. The house where we lived in 
the summer we built on a stone struc- 
ture that once housed Christian matyrs 


as they waited to enter the arena to meet 
the lions.”’ 

After traveling through France, North 
Africa, Corsica, Spain, England, Cana- 
da, Newfoundland, and Mexico, Dr. 
Turgeon began her graduate studies at 
Berkeley University which, to her, “was 
no picnic.” She decided to stay in the 
U.S. for many reasons. She loved the 
infinite variety of its scenery. Maine for 
its shores and winding country roads, 
and New York for its rolling hills and 
winter landscapes. More importantly, 
the most impressive and noticeable 
things to her, are the roads. “People here 
don’t realize what superb highways 
they have. Reaching from coast to coast, 
from North to South, they are great for 
people like me who love to travel.” 

Although Dr. Turgeon cherishes 
travel, she loves teaching even more. 
She would not give it up for anything 
else in her life. ‘When I was five years 
old, I got up one morning and decided I 
would be a teacher, and that was that.”

Shelving Theft — 


There you are, in the library, minding 
your own business, when — BEEP, 
BEEP, BEEP! You look up to see a star- 
tled student with a bewildered look on 
his face — another victim of the 3M 
“Tattle-Tape” Detection system. That is 
the friendly little machine that alerts 
everyone a book is being taken out of the 
library that hasn’t been checked out. 

The system, which cost $6,000, was 
installed last January and is now a 
familiar sight to Fairfax students. In 
fact, most high schools in the county 
have these machines. 

The way it works is this: Every book 
in the collection has a strip of sensitized 
tape discreetly placed out of sight. 
When the book is checked out, it loses 
its sensitivity. There is a black box, on 
the right as one goes through the exit, 
that emits a signal to an antenna on the 
left. This beam will pick up any sensi- 
tization. 

If the book has not been desensitized, 
the turnstile in front of the person will 
lock, preventing exit. 

What good will the system do? Last 
year, 706 books were declared “‘lost”’ or

“missing” for two years. At an average © 
of ten dollars per book, that figures to 
$7060 in lost books. If the system stops 
that many from being lost, it will pay for 
itself in two years. 

Book theft is definately a problem. 
From 1975 to 1981, 6621 books were 
added to the collection. But, in that 
same time span, 4915 books were lost. 
That, added to the 1411 discarded 

SALLOON! books, equals a gain of only 295 books 
Hot over the past six years. 
an “The system has helped a lot,”’ said 
Mr. Stoneham, one of FH’s librarians for 
eight years. ‘“‘The system is still fallible, 
but it takes both human error of the 
librarians and a very great desire to steal 
the book on the part of the student.” 

The true effectiveness of the system 
reamins to be seen, next year when last 
year’s missing books are declared lost.

Sign language was brought to Amer- 
ica from France early in the 19th cen- 
tury. In 1815, a group of Americans be- 
came interested in setting up a school 
for deaf children but lacked information 
on a suitable way to educate them. One 
of the men, Dr. Mason Cogswell, was 
extremely interested in this because his 
daughter was ueaf and had been taught 
through an experimental basis used by a 
young minister, Dr. Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet. As a result, Gallaudet was 
sent abroad to study methods then being 
used in England. There he met Abbe 
Sicard who invited him to visit his 
school in Paris. Abbe de l’Eppe estab- 
lished the school in 1775 and is said to 
be the inventor of sign language.

Expression in Communication 


After several months of study, Dr. 
Gallaudet returned to America. He saw 
the establishment of many schools for 
the deaf across the United States and 
then envisioned a college for the deaf. 
This dream was passed on to his son, 
Edward Miner Gallaudet, who founded 
Gallaudet College in 1864. This is the 
world’s first and only college for deaf 
students and is located in Washington, 
D.C. 

A former student of Gallaudet Col- 
lege, Mrs. Mitchner teaches sign lan- 
guage classes at Fairfax High School. 
She became deaf when she was three 
years old because of progressive hearing 


loss. While attending Gallaudet, her 
economics professor employed her to 
help him explain signs to the new 
teachers and she has enjoyed teaching 
ever since. 

Because of her deafness, she has 
noted that communication is a big prob- 
lem. Many people feel intimidated by 
those who have a disability. 

‘All deaf people are different,” states 
Mrs. Mitchner. “Some are smart and 
some are dumb. Some hearing people 
may have experienced difficulties with 
the wrong deaf people and feel they just 
can’t communicate with them. 

“Others just don’t know what to do. 
We have been labeled ‘deaf and dumb’ 
for 200 years. It originally meant ‘deaf 
and not being able to speak,’ but the 
word ‘dumb’ now means ‘not smart’.”’ 

Her class will hopefully increase the 
awareness of communication problems 
that deaf people have. It may also in- 
spire some to become interpreters or 
special education teachers. This class is 
just one of many that helps both the deaf 
and the hearing to enjoy new experi- 
ences through communication in the 
language of the signs.

In response to Area IV Superintendent

With the Fairfax 
Villa Elementary students, Miss Lange is 
attempting to develop a written and inter- 
personal communication between the stu- 
dents and residents of Fairfax Nursing 
Center. The students made Thanksgiving 
placemats to give to the residents, pre- 
pared Christmas holiday notes, and pre- 
sented a Spring reading. In many of the

other elementary schools, she is assisting 
the students in preparing a school news- 
paper or literary magazine. Miss Lange 
performs services within each school, 
such as establishing writing centers, in- 
structing classes, and training parent 
volunteers to work with the writing 
program. 

Miss Lange also coordinated the Fairfax 
Pyramid Historical Research Competi- 
tion: Fourth, seventh, and eleventh grade 
students are to write a research paper or 
do oral history on a facet of the history of 
Fairfax. 

Miss Lange graduated from Seattle Paci- 
fic University with a double major of his- 
tory and English. She edited the yearbook 
in her junior and senior years of college, 
worked on the newspaper staff and was on 
Mademoiselle Magazines College Board. 
Lange edits the monthly newsletter from 
the National Presbyterian Church. Her 
own words confirm what her many writ- 
ing activities would lead one to believe, “I 
have always loved writing and have al- 
ways been involved in it.”’

Students complain about school 
being boring.

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1981 will be remembered as the year of Indiana Jones, 
Arthur, King Arthur, Burt Reynolds, Mommie Dearest, War- 
ren Beatty, Suprman (II), Henry Fonda and James Cagney, 
Tarzan and Jane, Neighbors, William Hurt, and lots of were- 
wolves. Three major motion pictures were released last year 
that focused on lycanthropy and its side-effects — “An 
American Werewolf in London”; ‘‘The Howling”; and 
“Wolfen”. It was truly a memorable year for the movies, with 
most of the business being done in the summer. This is 
usually the case, but seldom is such a poor winter season 
seen by the studios as was seen last year. Most of the Christ- 
mas season movies were sensitive and mature dramas aimed 
at adults; in response to a summer full of monsters, Nazis, 
secret agents, super-heroes, and slapstick comedies. The 
films listed below are divided up into three categories. The 
movies on the lists appear in no specific order. 


THE ‘“‘BETTER” MOVIES OF THE YEAR: 

“Raiders of the Lost Ark’’ — Harrison Ford and Karen Allen 
starred in the movie hit of the year. Most superlatives 
have already been used to describe this Steven Spielberg- 
George Lucas collaboration that brought the style of the 
old movie serials of the thirties and forties to the eighties 
in grand fashion. “Raiders” was the top-grossing movie of 
1981 and a sequel can be expected in the next couple of 
years. 

“Atlantic City” — Burt Lancaster and Susan (Rocky Horror 
Picture Show) Sarandon starred in Louis Malle’s well- 
crafted look at an aging gangster and the changes taking 
place in his city. 

‘Reds’ — Warren Beatty’s virtual one-man-show about the 
life of radical journalist John Reed was a splendid motion 
picture epic that gave audiences, not only great writing, 
directing, and acting from Beatty, but fine performances 
by Diane Keaton and Jack Nicholson. 

“Ragtime” — The movie version of E.L. Doctorow’s bestsel- 
ler of 1975 was a stirring drama that saw James Cagney’s 
return to the screen and Howard E. Rollins’ introduction 
to it. Rollins’ performance as ‘‘Coalhouse’”’ Walker Jr. was 
one of the many highlights of Milos Forman’s latest film. 

“Neighbors’’— John Belushi and Dan Ackroyd teamed again 
to bring audiences a different kind of comedy. ‘‘Neigh- 
bors” took some getting used to, but after a while this 
comic-thriller really delivered. Cathy Moriarty was pretty 
good as the brazen seductress, but Ackroyd really stole 
the show with his bizarre and obnoxious characterization 
of the smug sleaze. 

“Pennies from Heaven’’ — Steve Martin and Bernadette 
Peters starred in this totally off-beat musical drama. The 
movie was visually beautiful, but structurally somewhat 
disappointing. Nevertheless, ‘‘Pennies from Heaven”’ was 
a fine piece of cinema. 

“Arthur’’— Dudley Moore starred with Liza Minelli and Sir 
John Gielgud in this hilarious screwball comedy. 
“Arthur” offered, not only brilliant performances by 
Moore as the tipsy, but filthy rich playboy and Gielgud as 
his valet, but a nice little theme song, sung by Christopher 
Cross. 

“Body Heat’’ — William Hurt and foxy newcomer, Kathleen 
Turner, teamed with Richard Crenna to make “Body 
Heat’’, a mystery in the vein of ‘“‘The Postman Always 
Rings Twice”, a smash hit of the steamy 1981 summer. 
This film was written and directed by Lawrence Kasdan, 
the man who wrote ‘‘Raiders”’. 1981 was nota bad year for 
Mr. Kasdan. 

‘Time Bandits’ — Monty Python’s Terry Gilliam directed 
his fellow troupe members along with such stars as Sean 
Connery and Ralph Richardson in this wacky fantasy- 
comedy about six dwarves and an imaginative English 
lad’s adventures through time and space. 

“Breaker Morant’’ — This little-seen Australian film was a 
first-rate historical drama with fine performances by the 
basically unknown to American audiences cast. The writ- 
ing and directing were also worthy of high praise. 

“On Golden Pond” — Could a. film with Henry Fonda, 
Katherine Hepburn, and Jane Fonda be bad? This 
touching, mature drama was definitely one of the best 
movies of the year. It is quite clear that no other film had 
such a distinguished cast. 

“Southern Comfort” — This dramatic tale of survival was an 
engrossing ( and grossing out) motion picture that starred 
Powers Boothe and Keith Carradine as Louisiana National 
Guardsmen lost in the bayous of Cajun country. The cine- 
matography and Ry Cooder’s effective score highlighted 
“Southern Comfort”’. 

“The Great Muppet Caper’’ — Jim Henson directed Charles 
Grodin and Diana Riggs, plus Kermit the Frog, Miss Piggy, 
and some of his other muppet creations in this truly 
enjoyable film. Much more mature than “The Muppet 
Movie’, ‘The Great Muppet Caper” continues the stormy 
relationship between Kermit and Miss Piggy. 

“Superman II’’ — This sequel brought back Chris Reeve as 
the Man-of-Steel, Margot Kidder as Lois Lane, and Gene 
Hackman as the villainous Lex Luthor. Just as we were 
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getting used to things at the Daily Planet, those three 
Kryptonian bad guys that director Richard Donner so 
conveniently placed in cosmic bondage at the beginning 
of Superman I reappear and head towards Earth, enter- 
taining ideas of domination. Of course, Superman saved 
the day. “Superman II’ was a major financial success, and 
ae “Raiders’’, practically owned the summer boxof- 
ices. 

Now we come to the losers of the year. The films that were 
too corny, too dumb, or too poorly made to be worth the four 
or five bucks you paid to see them. 

THE ‘“‘LESSER” MOVIES OF THE YEAR: 

“Mommie Dearest’ — Faye Dunaway played Joan Crawford. 
This film was so overacted and so weird it almost became 
an occult film classic.

During the fourth quarter, the project 
involved making scale models of all that 
had been designed.

Of the project, Mr. Stephens said, “I 
hope some day to have another group of 
students this talented who work 
together this well. Classes like this may 
be a once in a career phenomenon.”

When Miss Will, a new addition to 
the Fairfax High School faculty, was 
asked what she had wanted to become 
when she was young, she replied, “‘Oh, 
a lot of different things, a missionary, a 
nurse, an architect, a math analyst — the 
last thing I wanted to be was a teacher.”’ 
This is a bit ironic for Miss Will is now 
teaching math at every level from gener- 
al math to trigonometry and Functions. 

Miss Will was born the third child 
and only girl in Warrenton, Virginia, to 
Mr. C.C. Will, now deceased, and Mrs. 
Irene Will. Two years later, her family 
moved to Broadway, Virginia, where 
she grew up, “in areligious household,”’ 
and she eventually graduated from 
Roanoke University. A fairly soft- 
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spoken, conservatively-dressed 
woman, Miss Will’s concession to fana- 
ticism is tennis. She plays tennis in her 
spare time, her students mention her 
habit, she even works at a tennis shop in 
Florida (a likely excuse to spend time in 
Florida) during the summer. 

When Miss Will was at Roanoke Uni- 
versity, she taught math to other stu- 
dents. It was these classes that led her 
into her present career, for it was that 
experience that led a new private school 
in the area to invite her to teach there. 
She held only a bachelor’s degree at the 
time. She soon discovered that she 
loved teaching and stayed at that private 
school for three years. Miss Will has 
since returned to school herself many 


times and has done graduate work. 

Having a healthy body is important to 
her. She jogs several times a week, and 
has for years, even though Miss Will 
admitted, shaking her head, ‘‘I don’t like 
jogging. Students of mine would ask me 
to jog with them. They said that I’d learn 
to like it.

A devout Lutheran, Miss Will, the 
freshman class sponsor, sings in the 
choir on Thursday nights and attends 
services every week. She was always 
thus, attending Bible school in the sum- 
mer, and Sunday school as a child. This 
solid, fairly strict upbringing by today’s 
standards leads Miss Will to believe that 
it’s harder to grow up now. ‘‘When I was
